French Dispersed or Cap- 
ured, Berlin Says; Brit- 
ish Resist Stoutly—‘Reich 
Divisions Released for 


New Tasks.’ 


BERLIN, May 31 (AP), — 
The main body of the French 
forces in the Flanders pocket 
Ws been dispersed or captured 
and the blasting attack on rem- 
nants of their British comrades- 
in-arms is progressing, the Ger- 
man high command declared to- 
day, adding ominously that the 
bulk of the Nazi divisions ‘‘now 
are released for new tasks.’’ 

It remained to be seen wheth- 
er the ‘‘new tasks’’ would be 
another steamroller drive onto 
the new French line along the 
River Somme, 70 miles north of 
Paris, or an attempt to invade 
TBeland, some 20 miles from 
the conquered channel’ coast— 


or both. 

British and French troops re- 
maining in Flanders fought des- 
perately on the coastal plain or 
within two tiny pockets on the 
fringe of the triangular trap. 

While the Germans acknowledged 
the Allied withdrawals 
England from Dunkerque were hav- 
g some success and that their 
own losses were heavy, they said 
the British apparently were bene- 
fiting from foggy, poor flying 
weather. 

“Air force operations in the 
course of May 30,” said the high 
command, “were considerably ham- 
pered by weather conditions, 


Harbor Again Raided. 

The murky sky, however, did not 
shield the Allies entirely for new 
destruction was piled on the old 
at Dunkerque. The German com- 
munique said that “harbor facilities 
again were raided.” 

Germany’s mosquito fleet of tor- 

speedboats chalked up anoth- 
er Allied destroyer. The high 
command said it was sunk off the 
belgian coast. 

The Germans yesterday, reporting 
on activities of Wednesday after- 
noon and night, said more than 
60 ships were hit in fierce air raids 
on British naval concentrations off 
Ostend and Dunkerque. Three war- 
ships and 16 transports were re- 
ported sunk, and 10 warships and 
21 merchant ships of all sizes seri- 
ously damaged or fired.

~§. WASHINGTON, May 31 (AP).— 


President Roosevelt told Congress 
today the speedy enlargement of 
America’s defense program by 
“over a billion dollars” was de- 
manded by “the almost incredible 
events of the past two weeks” in 
Europe’s war. 

(The increase in defense expen- 
ditures comtemplated by the Presi- 
dent, it was subsequently reported 
in official quarters, totaled about 
$1,375,000,000. This was said to in- 
clude $700,000,000 for the army and 
$675,000,000 for the navy.) 

In a special defense message— 
the second in 15 days—Roosevelt 
said that “as long. . . as a possi- 
bility exists that . . . all continents 
may become involved in a world 
wide war, reasonable precautions 
demands that American defense be 
made more certain.” 

The request pushed the imme- 
diate defense program to nearly 
$4,500,000,000. 

“The increased gravity of the sit- 
uation indicates that action should 
be taken without delay,” the Pres- 
ident said in the message which, in 
contrast to the one personally de- 
livered May 16, was read to the 
House and Senate by clerks. 

Specific Request. 

Roosevelt made one specific rec- 
ommendation—that Congress grant 
him authority to call the National 
Guard, and the reserve personnel 
of the’ defense forces, into active 
service. 

He needs this authority, he sug- 
gested, to “maintain our position of 
neutrality and to safeguard the na- 
tional defense.” 

In peacetime, the chief executive 
can cal] out the National Guard 
only with the consent of the Gov-' 
ernor of the various states. 


“No individual, no group can 
clearly foretell the future,” the 
chief executive asserted. “As long, 


however, as a possibility exists that 
not one continent or two continents, 
but all continents may become in- 
volved in a world-wide war, reason- 
able precaution demands that Amer- 
ican defense be made more cer- 
tain.” 

The one most obvious lesson 
taught by the conflict raging over- 
seas, Roosevelt said, “is the value 
of the factor of speed.” 

Danger of Waiting. 
“There is definite danger,” Roose- 
velt said, “in waiting to order the 
complete equipping and training of 
armies after a war begins. 

“Therefore, I suggest the speedy 
enlargement of‘ the program for 
equipping and training in the light 
of our defense needs.” 

The President mentioned no spe- 
cific figure and gave no breakdown 
of the new program, which follows 
by 15 days his original emergency 
request for $1,182,000,000 for expan- 
sion of the nation’s armed. forces 
and shoves the defense bill total to 
more than $4,300,000,000. 

Details of the supplementary pro- 
gram were left for representatives 
of the War and Navy departments 
and other Government agencies for 
presentation to the appropriate con- 
gressional committees. 

Board Raring to Go. 

The President’s Defense Commis- 
sion already has begun work on 
short cuts that would push _ the 
program to a production peak .in 
less than half the time required 
for the enormous World War effort. 
The commission, Roosevelt made 
clear, was clothed with all the avw- 
thority of its World War predeces- 
sor, and he said that each of the 
seven members was ready to start 
the task of converting a paper pro- 
gram into actual arms and equip- 
ment. 

The President at his press con- 
ference yesterday described the 
members of the commission as rar- 
ing to go. 

Training of Workers. 

Roosevelt stressed the necessity 
of undertaking immediately the 
“training and retraining of our 
people, especially youth, for em- 
ployment in industry and in the 
service of the army and navy.” 

A primary consideration in the 
training program, the President 
said, must be not the existing dis-

Arms Needs 


WASHINGTON, May 31 (AP). 
HE text of President Roosevelt's 
defense message to Congress 
follows: 


The almost incredible events of 
the past two weeks in the Euro- 
pean conflict, particularly as a re- 
sult of the use of aviation and 
mechanized equipment, together 
with the possible consequences of 
further developments, necessitate 
another enlargement of our military 
program. 

No individual, no group can clear- 
ly foretell the future. As long, 
however, as a possibility exists that 
not one continent or two continents, 
but all continents may become in- 
volved in a world-wide war, reason- 
able precaution demands that Amer- 
ican defense be made more certain. 


New Budget Requests. 


An investigation into manufactur- 
‘ing resources since my message of 
|May 16, to determine the practica- 
bility of placing additional orders 
with industry for special material, 
both to provide an early expansion 
of existing production facilities, and 
to obtain increased quantities of the 
special weapons concerned, has 
caused the War and Navy depart- 
ments to submit to me an urgent 
and- new recommendation: that in- 
creased appropriations and author- 
izations for the national defense be 
made before the adjournment of 
the present Congress. 

Over and beyond the acquisition 
of this actual material is the evi- 
dent requirement for the immediate 
creation of additional production fa- 
cilities to meet possible future 
emergencies as well as present def- 
iciencies in the making of muni- 
tions, such as guns, ammunition 
and fire control equipment. These 
facilities require a long time to 
create and to reach quantity pro- 
duction. The increased gravity of 
the situation indicates that action 
should be taken without delay. 

The problem of defending our 
national institutions and territorial 
integrity is no longer a problem 
for men equipped simply with an 
indomitable determination. Modern 
defense requires that this deter- 
mination .be supported by the high- 
ly developed machinery of our in- 
dustrial productive capacity. 


“Retraining of Our People.” 


The expansion of our defense 
program makes it necessary that 
we undertake immediately the 
training and retraining of our peo- 
ple, and especially our young peo- 
ple, for employment in industry 


navy. 

The requirements of industry and 
the expanded armed forces for per- 
sons with experience in mechanical 
and manual fields are obviously 
going to be great. We do not have 
such trained persons in the number 
that will be required for the tasks 
that lie ahead of us if our defense 
is to be assured. We have, there- 
fore, the task of training a large 
number in the skills and semi- 
skills required by modern prgduc- 
tion in industry and by a highly 
mechanized defense force in the 
army and navy. <A primary con- 
sideration in the training of skills 
must be, not the existing distribu- 
tion of workers among skilled fields, 
but the distribution that would be 
required if our industrial machine 
and our defensive forces were fully 
mobilized. 


Development of Capacity. 

In the national effort for defense 
upon which we are noW engaged, it 
is imperative that we make full 
and effective use of the mighty ca- 
pacities that lie in our population. 
Here as yet undeveloped lie the 
ability and the strength needed in 
the building up of our armaments 
to provide a sure industrial found- 
tion for the meeting of any and all 
defense requirements. Without the 
full development of these skills, our

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Arm and Hand Exercises 
By Patricia Lindsay 


attractive if they made the 

most of their gracefulness, be- 
lieves Magda ‘Tagliafero, noted 
French pianist. She sees many 
American women whose arms, 
hands and shoulders lack supple- 
ness either because of under or 
over-development. 

As such figure faults may be 
corrected through exercising she 
wonders why we sacrifice attrac- 
tiveness. She developed a routine 
for herself which she feels any 
woman can use with equally satis- 
fying results. This routine de- 
velops flexibility and suppleness, 
giving grace to arms, hands, fin- 
gers and shoulders. 

One of her exercises consists of 
lifting first the right and then the 
left hand to shoulder height and 
letting it drop limply to the key- 
board or a low table top. The 
important thing is to let your 
hand drop, don’t move it down. 
This is designed to loosen up the 
arm muscles and shoulders and 
should be done very rapidly, 20 
times for each arm. 

Another arm exercise is pivot- 
ing the elbow on the top of a ta- 
ble or other flat surface, and 
letting the hand drop limply. Do 
it rapidly for 20 times with each 
arm. When you have learned to 
let your arm fall in a relaxed po- 
sition, you place a small button or 
a dime on the tabletop and try 
hitting it with the middle finger 
of each hand, It is not as easy

as it sounds! Particularly when 
you try to do it fast. “But it is 
marvelous,” says Tagliafero, “for 
developing relaxed muscular con- 
trol!” 

For hands, her two principal 
exercises are the pivot and stretch. 
The pivot is quite simple. All you 
do is pin each finger of each hand 
down to one of the keys of the 
piano, or other flat surface, and 
press down real hard at the same 
time twisting your hand to the 
right and to the left. Put real 
pressure on your finger to get 
benefit from the exercise,

The stretch consists’ of striking 
a note on the keyboard with your 
thumb, then stretching as far as 
you can with your index finger 
and striking another note, then 
striking a third note with your 
middle finger and so on until all 
your fingers have connected with 
keys without raising your thumb. 
Use a table if you haven't a piano. 
The trick is to hold the hand as 
flat as possible and to keep in- 
creasing the stretch little by little. 

Finally ,; there is the wringer 
which consists of interlocking the 
fingers of both hands, pressing 
them down with all your strength 
and pulling your hands apart. 
Sounds easy? It isn’t. Just try 
doing it a dozen times with real

BLIND SWITCHBOARD OPERATOR 


Iddy ljams Has Held Job for Eight Years and Employers Say She Has Yet to Get Them Wrong Number. 


By Marguerite Martyn 


BLIND telephone operator! It 
Aaiao' seem possible when so 

much of that work depends 
upon being able to see the lights 
on the switchboard. But quickly 
Miss Iddy Ijams, blind from earfy 
childhood, who has operated the 
switchboard at the Charter Oak 
Stove and Range Company for 
eight years, convinced me that it 
is perfectly possible, quite simple, 
in fact, and that if other concerns 
had executives as interested in the 
welfare of the blind as hers, here 
is a line of work practical and 
available to the sightless. Leslie 
Dana, known over the world as 
donor of the Leslie Dana medal, 
annual award for outstanding 
achievement in prevention of 
blindness, is president of the Char- 
ter Oak Co. | 

“I do it by means of this Braille 
indicator board,” explained Miss 
Ijams, referring to a_ sheet of 
metal imbedded in the desk at her 
left. It had neat rows of Braille 
characters. Beside each gropp of 
raised dots was a peg that popped 
up as a buzzer indicated a call. 
When the buzzer sounded, she had 
only to note with finger tips of 
her left hand whether it was an 
incoming, outgoing or disconnect 
signal and with her right hand 
feel for correspondingly numbered 
holes on the regular switch board 
and plug in or plug out her cords 
accordingly. 

“It is as simple as that and has 
been for two years since the tele- 
phone company produced the 
Braille indicator board and this 
company installed it,” she _ said. 
“Before that we had a single 
switch with a series of bells and 
buzzers and I would take the call 
by ear phone and find by touch the 
right plug.” 

She also spins a dial with amaz- 
ing speed for some outgoing con- 
nections and her employers say 
she has yet to get them a wrong 
number. 

A gay little piece is “Miss Iddy” 
as she is called by office mates 
and executives, with all of whom 
apparently she is on easy and 
popular terms. Everybody is ready 
to laugh at her snappy comebacks 
and ready line of slang. 

“T don’t know why they like 
me,” she said blithely with a toss 
of her short-cropped curly. head. 
“Maybe they think I might have 
something on them. Sitting at a 
switchboard you can hear a lot of 
things.” 

She knew she liked her cus- 
tomers and her job and that was 
evident as her face dimpled and 
lighted up despite sightless wide 
blue eyes at each call on her 
switchboard. 

“You can make many friends on 
a switchboard without seeing them. 
I like to gab so this is right up 
my alley,” she said. 

She could be all dignity and ef- 
ficiency handling some calls. Others 
seemed to call for a little kidding. 
“A few of my customers like that,” 
she laughed. “I think I have had

Teach Yourself to Swim

crawl-kick. But the knees are 

relaxed, allowing for a free play 
of the whole leg as it swings from 
the hip joint. The ankles will be 
relaxed, too, and the soles of the 
feet will appear above the water on 
each upward drive. 

The swing from the hip joint 
should be as if you were swinging 
yours legs for walking. That is, 
the body must not sway from side 
to side because of the kick, of 
drive from the hip joint. The whole 
motion then, is to thrash the legs 
alternately up and down from the 
hip joint, thrashing the water with 
the flat surface of the foot. Let’s 
try it! 

Take your breath and assume 
your float, hanging on to the ob- 
ject. After you have floated to the 
surface, start thrashing your legs 
alternately up and down. Count 
each kick up to six counts, then 
repeat. Accent the drive, which 
arrives on your count of one and 
four.. Note that these two counts 
fall on opposite sides. Time your 
kicks so that you have kicked six 
times in approximately two sec- 
onds. Bear in mind that either an 
upward or a downward motion of 
one leg constitutes one kick. There- 
fore, there will be three upward mo- 
tions and three downward motions 
within your count of six. 

Kick as many times as you can 
while holding your breath, then 
stand up. Rest until your breath- 
ing has become normal, then try

THRASH YOUR LEGS ALTERNATELY UP AND DOWN: 


it again. As soon as you have the 
general idea of the motion estab- 
lished in your mind and your legs 
can follow the general direction, 
review these points mentally while 
you practice: 

The legs must be straight and 
close together. Allow the knees to 
relax so they will bend a little from 
the driving force. Allow the ankles 
to relax making a splash on each 
kick. Do not kick from the knee 
down. Any bend of the knee is 
for the purpose of relaxation and 
should be very slight. 

You should be able to do from 
12 to 24 kicks on one breath. Don't 
put any great force into your kick- 
ing motions until you have mas- 
tered the position, the general feel- 
irig of the kick and the approxi- 
mate timing of each motion. Since 
each leg is part of your whole 
propellor, each must be identical 
in position and timing even though 
they are on opposite sides. The 
beats must be as regular as the 
beats of a clock. 

For instance, although you are 
accenting the first and fourth 
beats you accent them in applied 
power only, not by taking a long- 
er time in which to execute them. 
Each leg must do exactly the same 
thing in exactly the same length 
ef time, even though the motions 
will be in opposite directions. 

If you are kicking correctly, 
starting with a free swi from 
the hip joints, there will a con- 
tinuous flow of pressure as the 
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legs drive. Starting from the up- 
per thigh, then following down the 
leg to the knee joint, which gives 
slightly because it is relaxed, the 
kick continues to the ankle-joint, 
which slaps and churns the water 
with the foot. 

Concentrate on the uplift of the 
leg. You cannot raise it too high 
if your position is correct. It will 
come down sufficiently hard of its 
own weight to insure enough pow- 
er to your drive for the time being, 
without much force. If you make 
the mistake of kicking from the 
knee down the lower part of the 
leg will constantly raise out of the 
water. That makes you waste 
practically all of your kicking ef- 
forts since you get nowhere kick- 
ing air! A propellor.spinning above 
water would not push a boat along. 

It is the relaxed resistant pres- 
sure which your whole leg offers 
to the water that allows the pro- 
pelling force with which to move 
your body through the water. You 
can feel the water resisting the 
drive of your entire leg. As long 
as you use a short, snappy kick, 
churning the water at the ankles, 
without bending the knees too 
much, you will be close to correct 
during the first few tries. 

This is the beginner’s kick. Later 
we change it, depending on the use 
we wish to make of this propelling 
force.

“You should come and hash 
around with me some evening if 
you don’t think I can cook and 
keep house,” she invited. For five 
years she walked to work from 
7800 North Broadway over railroad 
tracks and sidewalkless streets to 
the factory down near the river. 

“Now I’m among the big shots,” 
she said. “I ride to work with one 
of the office employes who has a 
car. I have plenty of fun. I man- 
age to get to the picture shows 
about three times a week, to dances 
and on vacation trips. Between 
calls, I listen to the ball game from 
a radio in the shipping room where 
the receiver is left down for me. 
I heard Bonnie Baker in pérson 
recently and the picture, about an 
aviator who was grounded because 
of failing sight, then snuck out a 
plane to show he could still fly, 
was wonderful.

“It’s silly to pity blind people,” 
she insisted. “We are just like 
anybody else except that we have 
to arrange systems of management. 
Some of us get spoiled with sym- 
pathy and awfully crabby. I try 
to hold to the thought that other 
people are not to blame for my af- 
fliction.” 

She was reminded of an incident 
that amused her. “I went on a 
train trip with a party of blind 
people. One man got up and stum- 
bled down the aisle over people’s 
luggage. He swore about it. A 
sighted passenger, also an old 
grouch, said to me, not knowing I! 
couldn't see, ‘It’s too bad people 
have to be blind and a little 
crazy, too.’ I took that to heart 
as a lesson.”

“Perhaps we had better pot talk 
about the bidding which, in your 
own inimitable way, you probably 
will say consisted of a series of 
hops, skips and jumps. 

“West opened the heart queen. I 
won with the blank king and count- 
ed my tricks. In top cards I had 
one spade, two hearts, five dia- 
monds and three clubs. The fact 
that these totaled only 11 did not 
worry me, since a 3-3 club break— 
or something—would produce the 
12th trick. Besides, I expected one 
of the dopes I was playing against 
to discard a club in case he had 
the suit stopped. 

“I ran off five diamonds, discard- 
ing a space from my own hand, 
then cashed the queen, ace and 
king of clubs. To my surprise, 
East, ho..ever, had held on to all 
of his clubs (probably because they 
were the only cards above seven 
spots in his hand) and I would have 
to look elsewhere for my twelfth 
trick. At this point my hand con- 
sisted of the Q-84 of spades and 
the three of clubs, while dummy 
was down to the A-10 of spades and 
the A-9 of hearts. It was not hard 
for me to read West’s present hold- 
ing. He was obviously keeping the 
J-10 of hearts and two spades, prob- 
ably the king-jack. While I stewed 
and brewed and wondered how 
much abuse I was going to have 
to take from North for kicking 
away a sure slam in diamonds, a 
brilliant thought came*to me on 
wings of song. For a moment I 
was almost too dazzled to act on it, 
but I soon recovered. The inspira- 
tion was to lead the three of clubs 
and make West discard! 

“You will immediately see, of 
course, just how devastating my 
play was. While I was presenting 
a club trick to East, poor West 
had to let go a spade or a heart. 
If he blanked the heart queen I 
would throw the spade ten and 
keep the ace-nine of hearts. If he 
held the heart guard he would 
have to throw away the spade jack 
and, in that case, I would blank 
the heart ace and keep both of 
dummy’s spades. Actually, he chose 
to discard a spade in the wild hope 
that East had the spade queen. But 
East, after taking his club trick, 
could do nothing to protect his 
partner.
